EXPLORING ALASKA. 


THRILLING EXPERIENCES OF A PARTY 


OF SCIENTISTS. 


Tbe Strange lAnd of tbe Far Kortlrweit 


Ha» Many Interesting Feature*—Lux- 
uriant Vegetation Where There Is No 
!«*>—St. Ellas Not a Volcano. 
Mr. Israel C. Russell has returned to 


Washington from that region of eternal 
ice and suow in Alaska, where the high- 
est peak in North America rises to aa 
altitude of 19,000 feet from a glacier 
1,000 square miles in area and as big as 
all those of tho Alps put together. 


Along the edge of the glacier, all the 


way from Jcy bay to Yakntet bay, there 
extends a strip of green coast which is 
covered 
with 
luxuriant vegetation. 


Strawberry vines cover the ground for 
miles, and the verdant fields are red- 
dened as far as the eye can reach witb 
luscious fruit, which compares favor- 
ably in point of size and flavor with the 
finest grown in temperate latitudes. 
There are huckleberries, too, and "sal- 
mon berries," which are something be- 
tween blackberries and raspberries, but 
of giant size, measuring nearly two 
inches in diameter. All the lowlands 
are carpeted with violets, buttercups, 
yellow monkey flowers and other wild 
blossoms. Here and there, in the midst 
of the vast ice fields, are the loveliest 
gardens watered by the melting snow. 


There are plenty of grizzly bears in 


the vicinity of Mount St. Eiias, but Mr. 
Russell did not find them very danger- 
ous. 
He says that his encounters with 


them reminded him of killing piga. Of 
brown and black bears he saw and shot 
a great many. The expedition met with 
enough perils, however, to satisfy the 
most adventurous geographical explor- 
ers. Nearly all of the climbing had to 
be done up steep walls of ice and snow 
by cutting steps. At almost any time a 
slip would have precipitated the party 
down the frozen precipices thousands of 
feet. On one occasion they wore de- 
scending when they found that an ava- 
lanche had curried away the steps which 
they had made in going up. The im- 
promptu staircase was destroyed for 300 
f jet, and they had to lower a man by a 
rope to chop out another, there being no 
other way of gutting down. Such acci- 
dents as this were not uncommon. 


HAIRBREADTH ESCAPES. 


Avalanches were continually falling, 


rushing down the slopes with the speed 
of railway trains and with a roar like 
thuiidor that could be heard twenty 
miles ivway. 


One night about 13 o'clock the party 


was passing over a bad place in the 
Agassiz glacier. Two men were in the 
lead, drawing it sled. Suddenly they 
disappeared from sight, having fallen 
into a fissure in the ice. Luckily they 
were caught upon a projecting ledge at 
the depth of nbout twenty feet, else they 
would never have been 
seen again. 


They were hauled out with ropes. The 
next day in the same neighborhood Mr. 
Russell chanced to look behind him and 
saw that the ice field over which he had 
just passed was gone, leaving an enor- 
mous hole of unknown depth. Another 
time one of his men tumbled into a crev- 
ice, and was only saved by the pack 
fastened to hia shoulder, which inter- 
rupted his progress through a twist in 
the frozen tunnel that had yawned for 
him. 


The Agassiz glacier is one of the four 


groat glaciers winch, together with about 
a thousand bmall ones, flow out from the 
mountains at the north to the mighty 
Maluspina glacier, pouring their streams 
of ice continually into tliis vast frozen 
sea. 
This glaciur of Malaspina, from 


1,500 to 2,000 feet Ihu'k, js interesting, 
not merely because of its enormous w^e, 
but also by reason of the fact that it is 
the only or.u now in existence of the 
same type as the glacier which formerly 
cove-rod nil of this continent as far south 
as Philadelphia and St. Louis, leaving 
traces that are visible to this day in 
scratches on tho rocks. 


A GLACIAL RIVER. 


Where the land in that region is bare 


of ice the vegetation attains an almost 
tropical luxuriance, and tho Arctic 
jungles are well nigh impassable to tha 
explorer, One of the chief obstacles en- 
countered iu threading them is a plant 
known as the "devil's club," which grows 
to a height of ton or fifteen feet, its stems 
running along the ground for some dis- 
tance and tUen turning upward. Every 
part of its surface, even to the ribs of 
the leaves, is thickly set with spines, 
which inflict painful wounds, and break- 
ing off in tho flesh cause festering sores. 
In the Lucia glacier occurs a 'most inter- 
esting feature in the shape of a glacial 
river which comes out froni a, mountain 
through an archway of ice, flows for a 
mile and a half in plain view, and then 
is lost to Sight m another tunnel. 'Where 
the stream emerges finally ia unknown. 
No explorer has as yet been bold enoaglj 
to enter the tunnel and drift through, 
after the fashion of Allan Quatermain 
and Umslopogaas. The greatest risk jn 
such an undertaking wonjd be from fall- 
idg blocks of ice. At the mouth of the 
tunnel there are always c6Hfasesl goises 
and rhythmic vibrations to be heard 
from the dark recesses within. The air 
is filled with pulsations like deep organ 
notes, and it requires but little imagina- 
tion to transform these strange sounds 
into the voices and songs of inhabitants 
of the nether world. It used to be sup* 
posed that Mount St. Elias was a volcano, 
and sea captains sailing on the Pacific 
have often beheld what they imagined 
to bo smoke issuing from its summit; 
but this is a mistake, and it is probable 
that the alleged smoke was really ava- 
lanche dust blown upward by the wind. 
—Washington Cor. New York Sun. 


An Old Rib of 'Wood. 


In Qalveston, in sinking an artesian 


well, which ia now 2,040 feet in depth, 
gray and green clay, mjjcetl with wood, 
lime concretions and pebbjas, wera fonnd 
at & depth of 1,310 feet. The age of the 
wood is estimated at 300,000 years by 
Professor Singley, and in the stratum, 
which is 106 feet in thickness, he found 
seeds resembling tipple and hackberry 
se,i-ds.—Yankee Blade, 
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Happy Second Marriage*.

A man's 
first lawful possession of a pure and lov- 
ing woman for his very own would seem 
to mark a never-to-be-forgotten era in 
his life, rfc> matter what unhappiness 
may have followed; yet the human hearl 
is a strange machine. A sweet and noble 
woman, whose nature was profound anc 
full of feeling, once shocked me with a 
confession. 


"I was but twenty-two when my firsl 


husband died," she said. "1 worshiped 
him, And we had been ideally happy, 'All 
the world seemed a tomb after he died. 
I did not believe life held any joy for 
me. My only happiness for years ] 
found in passing whole days beside his 
tomb. Yet I married again before ] 
was thirty a man who had awakened, it 
Beemed to me, a deeper passion in my 
heart than the early love.

nence picked their wives from the mod- 
est walks of life with greater frequency 
than at present, and the custom is grow- 
ing. It' is carrying out democracy in 
earnest, and what is best of all, the men 
never seem to regret their choice.—Chi-

The United States Circuit Court o 


Appeals for the Ninth Circuit, whiol 
includes the Paeiflo Coast States, con 
vened in regular session at San Fran 
oiaco last Monday. This Court was ere 
ated by Act of the last Congress, tbe 
object being to relieve the Snprem 
Court of the United States of a part o 
its business. The Court was organized 
last June by Justice Field, and though 
there are two vacancies on tbe bench 
the law provides that United Statei 
District Judges may ait in the case o 
the absence of the' Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, for the Circuit and the 
two Circuit Court Judges. As the new 
Judge of the Court has not yet been 
appointed and Justice Field was absent 
and the vacancy caused by the death o 
Judge Sawyer haa not been filled, Judg 
Morrow of California, Hawloy of Ne 
•vada and Hanford of Washington, com 
prised the Judges of tbe Circuit Cour 
of Appeals when it was proclaimed in 
session last Monday. 


Tbe three Judges entered the Court- 


room attired in black silk robes with 
large silk bows at the throat. 
It was 


remarked aa they stepped on each oth 
era' trailing gowns, and stumbled, that 
the distinguished jurists seemed iom*v 
•what sheepish, and felt like apologizinf 
to the two hundred lawyera and liti 
gants present for the outlandish cos 
tnme in which somebody compelled 
them to appear. Who this somebod; 
is, or why three American citizens 
each and all doubtless as unassuming 
and plain in dress and manners aa Judg 
Hawley, who occupied the Suprem 
bench in this State for nearly eighteen 
years, should appear in inch garb, i 
not known.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Jan. 1, 18952. 


We may 
now expect some genuine 


Winter weather. We bad the early Winter 
u October and November. The Missouri 
river was frozen over early in November as 
far south as St. Joseph. We have bad 
the warm weather in the last half of De- 
cember as predicted and now a relapse 
into very much colder weather is da*. 


A NOTABLE MONTH. 


As to weather events January will be a 


notable month. The storms will continue 
to increase in force from Brat to last, and 
the last storm will be the most severe of 
all the five storm waves doe to cross the 
continent this month. The first storm 
wave of the month, howevfr, is expected 
to be quite severe on the Atlantic Coast 
about the 6th. 


The next storm •ware will be due to 


reach our Pacific Coast about January 6cb, 
cross the'Kocky Mountains by tho close of 
the 8th, the great central valleys from tho 
9th to lltb, and reach the Atlantic Coast 
about the 12th. 
It should be borne in 


mind that in these calculations reference 
ia had to the front of the storm center or 
about the iaoeailo line 30, unless special 
mention is made of some other part of the 
storm. This storm will move on a curved 
line south of the path of the one that pre- 
cedes it, and 
will probably affect the 


weather of the whola country. The path 
of its center will not be far from a line ex- 
tending down the Missouri, np the Ohio 
and then northeast toward Newfoundland.
